The claim language of claims 5 and 6 
simply state that the apertures extend through the tubular body in an area including the distal end face and a side face, and Saadat does 
disclose the apertures extending through the distal end face [Fig. 6] and a side face [Fig. 2]. Therefore, the rejections are upheld . 
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
